Trucks block freeway

Milan Peters, assistant manager 
of Hughs Market in West Los 
Angeles, said his business rose 
about 20 per cent during the week 
He said the meat counters were 
empty Saturday, but that a fresh 
shipment arrived Sunday. 


Martin Avena, assistant manager 
of Vons Market in West Los Angeles, 
reported heavy shopping last week, 
but said weekend business was 
“ relatively normal.” 
Despite the strike, going into its 
second week, 
most markets in 
Southern 
California 
are 
still 
operating, although many report 
shortages of a variety of items. 
Officials 
of 
both 
union 
and 
management, however, said during 
the weekend they do not anticipate 
critical shortages and that no one 
will go hungry because of the stnke- 


lockout. 
Robert K. Fox, president of the 
Food 
Employers 
Council, 
said 
management 
is

while 
the 
wholesale and retail workers are on 
strike. 


Leaders of the four unions striking 
61 
market 
chains,

threatened to increase the picket 
lines this week if no agreement is 
reached today. 


TRACY, Calif (U II) -A major 
Northern California highway was 
blocked for about an hour today in a 
truckers' protest that tied up more 
than 400 trucks. 
The California Highway Patrol 
said it appeared that the deliberate 
slowdown on Interstate 580, which 
backed up traffic for five miles, was 
caused by three trucks which lined 
up side by side to block the 
highway’s two westbound lanes 
Earlier, CHP watch officer Jack 
Hodson said all 400 trucks were 
involved in the blockade 


CHP officer Lloyd Gabbert, who 
was at the scene, said he and two 
other patrolmen convinced the three 
truck drivers, who were not iden­ 
tified, to start moving again. 


A steep grade eight miles west of 
Tracy normally forces trucks to 
slow down on Interstate 580, but 
Hodson 
said 
this 
morning's 
blockade, the first such incident in 
California, 
was 
“ obviously 
a 
deliberate stoppage.” 


A spokesman for the California

1RS: service station

WASHINGTON (U PI) - More 
than a fourth of service stations 
checked by the Internal Revenue 
Service were selling diesel fuel to 
truck 
d rive rs 
above 
the 
government’s price ceilings, the 
agency said today. 
IRS agents have been fanning out 
across the country to investigate 
charges by truck drivers that diesel 
prices had been inflated since the 
energy crisis began. 
This complaint was the major 
reason cited for highway blockages 
by truckers last week. The protest 
actions subsided late in the week but 
more than 400 trucks blocked traffic 
for about five miles near Tracy, 
Calif., today before moving on. 
An IRS spokesman said its agents 
made spot checks at 850 stations 
during the weekend period after 
pledging to truckers to look into 
price-gouging, and found 225 truck 
stop operations were selling fuel at 
above the legal limit. 
Of the 225, about 145 agreed to roll 
back 
their prices 
immediately, 
while the remainder said they would 
contest the orders which involve 
violations 
of 
the 
Economic 
Stablization Act. 
The IRS continued its investi­ 
gation today on orders of the Cost of 
Living Council and was expected to 
expand its gasoline price monitoring 
survey. 
The 850 truck stops checked last 
week were located on interstate 
highways in 16 states. 
William E. Simon, head of the 
federal 
energy 
office, 
pledged 
prompt action against “ those who 
are exploiting the current fuel 
shortage” following meetings with

While the IRS was checking on 
truckers’ gouging complaints, the 
American 
Petroleum 
Institute 
estimated 
that 
10,000 
service 
stations 
had 
been 
closed

The API said a survey of 18 oil 
companies 
showed 
that 
3,710 
stations closed during the first six 
months of the year—a 90 per cent 
increase from the year before If 
this figure is expended to include all 
of the country’s service stations 
over a full year it would mean 10,000 
closings. 
That means about 3 per cent of the 
218.000 stations had folded. 


President Nixon met Saturday 
with 
Frank 
E. 
Fitzsimmons, 
president of the Teamsters Union, to 
hear truckers’ requests for stricter 
controls on diesel fuel costs and a 60 
m.p.h. speed limit on interstate 
highways instead of 55 m.p.h. which 
Nixon proposed. 


Fitzsimmons’ asked union and 
non-union drivers to discard plans 
for 
further 
road 
blockades 
or 
stoppages while Washington tries to 
solve complaints. 


But the Fraternal Association of 
Steel Haulers in Pittsburgh called 
for a nationwide truck shutdown 
Thursday and Friday to protest fuel 
shortages for their vehicles.

City of Lompoc to fall 
three months short of fuel 


(Editor’s note: this is the first of a 
two part series.)

The national fuel shortage will 
leave 
the 
city 
government 
of 
Lompoc three months, or over 17,000 
gallons, short of gasoline at present 
consumption rates and probably 
produce a doubling or tripling of the 
cost of fuel the city is able to buy. 


And, while it would take an 
estimated 130 per cent of last year’s 
amount of fuel to maintain the 
present level of city services, a 
government allocation program has 
limited Lompoc to only 90 per cent 
of that quantity. 


The result, according to City 
Administrator Gene Wählers, will 
be “ some significant changes” and 
possibly 
“ adjustments 
in 
the 
services that would require the use 
of vehicles.” 
City staffers have already turned 
in their gasoline credit cards in the 
wake of a curt state decision to 
exclude Lompoc and other cities 
from a volume gas buying plan that 
made the fuel available for out-of- 
town staff trips at about 22 cents per 
gallon. The dearth of oil companies 
bidding for the state contract was 
one reason for this move. Lompoc 
will now pay retail rates. 
Perhaps more ominous is the 
expected breakdown of a city gas 
purchase agreement with Santa 
Barbara County which made fuel for 
local operations available at about 
21 cents per gallon. When this 
contract 
expires 
in 
February, 
Wählers said, the city will likely be 
forced to pay retail for its locally 
used gas as well. 
“ By that time the predictions are 
that gasoline will be in the 65 cent 
range,” the city officer said. “ So, 
it’s going to get very expensive.” 
According to city corporation 


yard spokesman Jim Reynolds, the 
yard vehicles swallow 7,500 gallons 
of fuel monthly while consumption 
for 
the 
city 
fire 
and 
police 
departments 
approaches 
4,500 
monthly gallons. The city operates 
close to 100 vehicles, from garbage 
trucks to patrol cars. 
As an added burden, the city no 
longer 
has 
a 
guarantee of 
a 
wholesale 
lubricant 
supply, 
Assistant City Administrator Dustin 
Griffith said. This would mean a 
doubling of costs for this item. 
“ It 
appears 
fairly 
certain,” 
Wahlers gathered, “ that we are not 
any longer going to have the 
favorable contracts we’ve had in the 
past.” 
The 
federal 
fuel 
allocation 
program, Wahlers said, is based on 
fuel consumption last year and is 
administered through major fuel 
suppliers, which, in Lompoc’s case, 
is Standard Oil Corp. 
Pegged for the moment at 90 per 
cent of the ’72 requirement, the cut­ 
back comes on the heels of city 
purchases of new diesel fueled 
equipment and milage reductions 


due 
to 
required 
smog control 
devices. 
A new diesel street roller and a 
new diesel power plant for the Fire 
Department’s Engine II, promise to 
hike the city’s diesel hunger just 
when the supply is running low. 
Patrol cars that used to get 17 miles 
per gallon now get only seven with 
required smog devices. 
A halving of the city street 
sweeper service and a spacing out of 
meter reading trips are two fuel- 
saving measures among a raft of 
others which are being developed. 
City department heads will report 
their fuel-saving suggestions to 
Wahlers at a city hall meeting this 
week. 
“ We’re going to have to make 
certainly some significant changes. 
We’re starting to institute some of 
these right now,” Wahlers said. 
Meanwhile, many believe the 90 
per cent allocation level will fall 
again. It was at 95 per cent only last 
week. 


“ I think that it is just one more 
step in a cutback that we haven’t 
seen the end of yet,” Wahlers 
forecasted grimly.

Pogue, Gerald p. Carr and 
Edward G. Gibson, taking 
most of today off with only a 
light work schedule, may 
get a chance to recoup some 
of 
the 
lost 
scientific 
information later in the 84- 
day flight when Skylab flies 
over the same spots again. 
Flight 
Director 
Neil 
Hutchinson 
said 
Sunday 
Pogue 
checked 
out 
the 
instruments during the first 
week of the mission but 
forgot to put the filters in 
the cameras. Without the 
filters, the settings on the 
battery of six cameras were 
wrong and too much light 
was let in, overexposing the 
film. 
Hutchinson said some of 
the data can be saved by 
special 
film 
processing 
after the crew comes home 
Feb. 8, but most of it is lost. 
Of the six cameras, one has 
film that was probably not 
harmed too much, one other 
will be worthless and the 
other four will be partially 
okay, he said. 
The pilots have put the 
filters in now and the rest of 
the 
pictures 
should 
be 
exposed properly. 
The astronauts pointed 
their telescopes at Mercury 
Sunday and the planet, the 
closest one to the sun, 
showed up as a small dot of 
light on television screens.

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Secret letters revealed 
between Kennedy and Khrushchev 


WASHINGTON (UFI) - The once top 
secret letters began with “ Dear Mr. 
President” and “ Dear Mr Chairman,” and 
closed with words like “ Sincerely,” or 
even “ Respectfully.” 
But in between the salutations were 
threats and warnings which 11 years later 
revive the drama and fears of the six tense 
days when President John F. Kennedy and 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev clashed over 
construction of Soviet missile bases in 
Cuba. 
Ten letters were exchanged during the 
missile crisis of October, 1962 The last 
four— two from each man—were made 
public at the time, but the seal of secrecy 
only recently was lifted from the first six. 
The crisis actually began about mid­ 
month, when Kennedy was called home 
from a campaign trip because photographs 
taken from U.S. spy planes showed work 
under way on what military experts said 
could only be a nuclear missile installation 
in Cuba. 
The mystery ended—and the suspense 
began-Oct 22 when Kennedy went on 
national television to tell the American 
people 
he 
had 
ordered 
a 
naval 
“ quarantine” of Cuba and had demanded 
that Russia dismantle the installations and 
remove the missile components 


One hour earlier he had a letter delivered 
to the Russian Embassy in Washington and 
cabled an identical copy to the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow for delivery to the 
Kremlin. 


“ I have not assumed, he said, “ that you 
or any other sane man would, in this 
nuclear age, deliberately plunge the world 
into war which it is crystal clear no 
country could win and which could only 
result in catastrophic consequences to the 
whole world, including the aggressor 


Three policemen 
suspended after 
two shot to death 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Three policemen were suspend­ 
ed from field duty Sunday pending a full inquiry into a 
weekend shooting which mistakenly claimed the lives of a 
billiard hall manager and a young patron. 
Killed were 54-year-old Isaiah Michaels and 15-year-old 
Kim Sanders 
Michaels and parlor owner Lindsay Jackson were 
evicting an unruly group of men from the billiard parlor, 
Jackson said, brandishing guns to enforce their demand. 
Moments later an unmarked police car rolled up to a 
nearby traffic light, and the officers inside witnessed the 
commotion and approached the scene with their guns 
drawn 
Jackson said he saw the police and heard and obeyed 
their order to drop the guns. But, Jackson said, Michaels 
couldn’t see the approaching police through the crowd, nor 
did he respond to their command because he was partially 
deaf 
Jackson said the three officers stood in the doorway of his 
Family Pool Room, facing Michaels, who stood frozen with 
the 22-caliber handgun in his fist. 
“ At first he didn’t know the police were there because he 
was surrounded by this group of men,” Jackson said. 
“ Then (Isaiah) turned around and saw the police and I 
saw his hand—his hand froze, like he was real nervous. 
Then it got jumpy, like he was trying to get rid of the gun 
The parlor owner said the older man was slowly raising 
his hands to shoulder height- still perhaps unaware he was 
holding the gun—when the officers opened fire, killing 
Michaels instantly.

In the letter, which began "Dear Mr 
Chairman,” and was signed “ Sincerely, 
Kennedy also said: “ I hope that your 
government will refrain from any action 
which would widen or deepen this already 
grave crisis.” 
The Khrushchev reply, received the 
following morning, was addressed “ Mr. 
President,” and was signed only with the 
name “ N. Khrushchev.” It said: 
“ I must say frankly that measures 
indicated in your statement constitute a 
serious threat to peace and to the security 
of nations... 
“ We reaffirm that the armaments which 
are 
in 
Cuba, 
regardless 
of 
the 
classification to which they belong, are 
intended solely for defensive purposes in 
order to secure the Republic of Cuba 
against the attack of an aggressor ...” 
Kennedy’s reply, sent the same day, was 
brief and curt: “ I think you will recognize 
that the step which started the current 
chain of events was the action of your 
Government 
in 
secretly 
furnishing 
offensive weapons to Cuba ... 
"I hope you will issue immediately the 
necessary instructions to your ships to 
observe the terms of the quarantine . 
which will go into effect at 1400 hours 
Greenwich time Oct. 24.” It was signed 
“ Sincerely.” 
The Defense Department estimated that 
at that time, about 25 Soviet and satellite 
supply ships were heading for Cuba Within

them—presumably those carrying key 
military equipment—changed course to 
await

outcome

The next Khrushchev letter, received on 
the morning of the 24th, was the one some 
White House sources at the time described

reports 
“ Imagine, Mr. President,” Khrushchev 
wrote, “ that we had presented you with the 
conditions of an ultimatum which you have 
presented us by your action How would 
you have reacted to this? I think that you 
would have been indignant at such a step on 
our part... 
“ You, Mr. President, are not declaring a 
quarantine but rather are setting forth an 
ultimatum and threatening that if we do 
not give in to your demands you will use 
force! consider what you are saying! And 
you wish to convince me to agree to this!

This letter was signed “ Respectfully 
yours.” 
Kennedy, who was closeted almost 
around the-clock with his brother Robert 
and top administration and congressional 
advisers, wrote a reply delivered in 
Moscow at 1:59 a m Oct 25 The tone was 
softer: 
“ I regret very much that you still do not 
appear to understand what it is that has 
moved us in this matter ... In August there 
were reports of important shipments of 
military equipment and technicians from 
the Soviet Union to Cuba 
In early 
September I indicated very plainly that the 
United States would regard any shipment 
of offensive weapons as presenting the 
gravest issues. 
“ After that time, this Government 
received the most explicit assurances from 
your Government and its representatives, 
both publicly and privately, that no 
offensive weapons were being sent to Cuba 
It was signed “ Sincerely Yours, 
and 
was a turning point. By then, U Thant, 
secretary general of the U N., urged a 
cooling off period during which both great 
powers would back off a bit and negotiate 
their differences. 


Khrushchev’s next letter, Oct 26, was 
the longest of the exchange 
It urged 
acceptance of Thant’s plea and it said that 
from Kennedy’s most recent letter he had 
gotten “ the feeling that you have some 
understanding of the situation which has 
developed and a sense of responsibility 
The basis for settlement of the crisis was 
offered (and. essentially, soon accepted) 
when he said: “ If assurances were given 
by the President and the Government of 
the United States that the USA itself would 
not participate in an attack on Cuba and 
would restrain others from actions of this 
sort, if you would recall your fleet, this 
would immediately change everything ... 
The question of armaments would then also 
be obviated, because when there is no 
threat, armaments are only a burden for 
any people ... I have ... introduced a 
proposal to disband all armies and to 
destroy all weapons. How then can I stake 
my 
claims on these 
weapons 
now? 
Armaments bring only disasters ... 
“ Let us therfore display statesmanlike 
wisdom. I propose: We, for our part, will 
declare that our ships bound for Cuba are 
not carrying any armaments. You will 
declare that the United States will not 
invade Cuba ... and will not support any 
other forces which might intend to invade 
Cuba ...” 


Instead of replying directly, Kennedy 
acknowledged the essential acceptance of 
the terms in a wire to Thant The next day, 
the 27th, Khrushchev “ went public” with 
another letter to Kennedy which was 
broadcast on Moscow radio. 


He recognized Kennedy’s “ reasonable 
approach to Thant and said “ it persuades 
me that you are showing solicitude for the 
preservation of peace.”

AFC Central — Cincinnati must defeat Houston Sunday 
or Pittsburgh must lose to San Francisco Saturday to win 
the title. Victories by both would leave them at 10-4 and 
the Bengals would win on most points in head-to-head 
competition and Pittsburgh would enter the playoffs as 
wild card team. 
AFC West—Oakland knocked Kansas City out of the 
running Saturday with a 37-7 rout and hosts Denver, 
which ripped San Diego 42-28 Sunday, next week for the 
title. 
NFC East—Dallas needs only a victory over St. Louis 
to win and Washington can wrap up a wild card berth by 
beating Philadelphia.

This will be only the ceremonial 
start of what Dr. Kissinger hopes 
will be a long and often bleak 
negotiation looking to a lasting 
peace in the Middle East. 
The 
Israelis have said that they cannot 
discuss anything substantive until 
after the election. 
If the hard-liners win and a 
comparative moderate like Mrs. 
Meir is forced out, the American 
position as a kind of wet nurse to the 
negotiation will be difficult. Without

Israeli concessions or at the start a 
willingness to consider restoration 
of some of the territory conquered 
in the 1967 war, the Arab position 
will harden and the oil crunch will 
be tougher. 
But how much pressure can Dr. 
Kissinger and President Nixon put 
on an intractable government in 
Jerusalem? The $2.2 billion military 
assistance bill for Israel moving 
toward passage is an answer of 
sorts. The measure drafted by the 
administration gives the President 
what is probably unprecedented 
authority. He may hand over the 
weapons— planes to replace the 
more than 700 lost by Israel in the 
war— as a gift or on long - or short­ 
term credits as he decides. 


In 
Rep. 
Otto 
Passman’s 
subcommittee the $2.2 billion was 
cut by $400 million. But the full 
amount 
was 
restored 
in 
the 
Appropriations Committee and it is 
expected to go through the House 
without difficulty. Under steadily 
mounting pressures the Senate may 
act before the end of the session. 
The choices, looked at in the 
grimmest fashion, are between a 
negotiated peace and another war. 
Even a war of attrition would be far 
more destructive for a nation of 3 
million than for the Arabs. The 
logic, therefore, is for peace. Yet 
that election may say something 
quite different about the frustration 
of those who believe they were 
cheated of victory on October 22.

Griffith on Lompoc 


A few contracts remain to be 
looked at, and a little more employ­ 
ment negotiation lingers to be done. 
And still in the offing is the ritual 
unburdening of the old desk, with 
pauses to relieve the pinnacles of a 
stretch of life invested in one place, 
leaving no more physical evidence 
in the end than the inevitable two 
stray paper clips adrift in an empty 
top desk drawer. 
But 
these 
are 
Dustin 
Griffith's 
last 
days 
as 
Lompoc’s assistant 
city administrator, 
also the last before 
he steps into the 
role of the first full 
city administrator 
of the city of Chow- 
chilla. This week’s 
city employes’ bon 
voyage fiesta for 
both him and ad­ 
vancing 
City 
At­ 
torney Jim Longtin 
underline this. 
Griffith began the decade here, 
arriving in Lompoc in April, 1970, 
with a severe prep crewcut. Now, in 
1973, he’s a bit more overgrown, 
with blond sideburns and a bristly 
gold-field moustache. The interim 
has inevitably been a period of pro­ 
fessional growth as well. 
And it was absorbing, when the 
story of his departure first broke, to 
review 
with 
this 
government 
professional some of the impres­ 
sions Lompoc has stored in him over 
his hitch here, cargo which will 
probably never be unpacked as 
easily as his government funding 
manuals or boxes of carbon paper. 
Lompoc, Griffith expressed to this 
writer, has now taken a significant 
stride to make what he described as 
a “ commitment to improve the 
quality of urban life.” The word 
“ urban” is important here because 
the administrator assumes, and said 
he 
believes, 
that 
growth 
is 
inevitable in this city’s future. The 
only question, he extended, is 
whether it will be haphazard, 
degrading growth or controlled, 
“ compatible” growth. 
Evidence of Lompoc’s new spirit 
of commitment can be found in 
Mayor 
Stevens’ 
Downtown 
Revitalization Committee, Griffith 
cited, among other community 
programs. The Centennial Bench 
program and a constant, though at 
times torpid city beautification 
effort could perhaps also qualify 
here. 
But, the young officer sharply 
qualified, one of this city’s most 
paramount problems is the forging 
of a workable, lasting consensus out 
of a bag full of diverging directions 
— a consensus to establish where it 
is the city wants to go, what it really 
wants to be like in, say, 30 years. 
Cities 
normally 
tend 
to 
periodically 
redefine 
their 
directions, Griffith, a student of city 
government, expanded. A uniform 
set of goals for Lompoc, 
he 
indicated, would establish for city 
leaders that critical firm ground for 
decisions as to precisely what kind 
of growth, judged by this area’s 
identity and self-image, would be 
degradingly excessive and what 
would fit in. 
This consensus hasn’t occurred 
yet, and it was one of Dusty’s strong 
parting 
impressions, 
without 
reference to any particular opposing 
philosophies, that all of Lompoc 
should strive toward firm “ redefini­ 


tion of goals,” to establish a 
comfortable compromise that will 
endow this town’s new spirit of 
commitment with the blessing of 
direction. 
In street language, the same 
process in an individual would be 
called getting yourself together. 
In Chowchilla. Dusty will be the 
planning director as well as the 
premiere city administrator and 
will have the opportunity to develop 
administrative 
systems 
and 
procedures, as he framed, “ from 
ground zero ” 
If this phrase brings atomic blasts 
to mind, perhaps the explosion 
Griffith dwells on is Chowchilla s 
phenomenal 
economic boom, 
a 
tiding bourne by three strapping, 
clean cut industries that have just 
relocated in the 5,000 population 
community straddling highway 99 
north of Fresno 


With the Lompoc bypass freeway 


a completed land communication 
link skirting this town, Griffith 
future gazed, some similar type of 
economically potent development 
would be possible here. 


Dusty added that Lompoc is far 
more pleasant to look at than his 
new central valley home, suggesting 
at 
least 
one element 
of our 
environment that this city, 
in 
getting its head together, will want 
to preserve. 
Griffith, who recommends that 
the 
position 
of 
assistant 
city 
administrator be maintained here, 
will actually take a salary decrease 
to make the transfer. But he’ll 
report to work under a future salary 
increase agreement and, besides, 
it’s not really the money, it’s the 
job Dustin has always wanted to be 
the administrator of his own city 
That, he smiles in parting, is why 
he’s in the business

Crib safety 


An 18-month-old girl fractured her 
ankle when she fell while climbing 
out of her crib. A seven-and-a-half 
month old girl fell out of her crib 
after 
her 
three-year-old 
sister 
lowered the side rail. A five-month- 
old boy suffered bruises, cuts and 
abrasions of the head when he 
worked his body between the crib 
slats. 
These and similar reports of 
accidents 
involving 
baby 
cribs 
appear often in newspapers, often 
enough to make parents uneasy 
about tucking their infant in for a 
nap. 
And there is good reason for 
concern. 
Most 
of 
an 
infant’s 
first 
months of life are 
spent within a crib. 
But 
cribs 
can 
actually 
be 
hazardous. The U.S. 
Consumer Product 
Safety Commission 
estimates that 150 
to 200 children die 
every year in acci­ 
dents 
involving 
cribs. 
Another 
50,000 are injured. 
But there is promise in the near 
future that the toll can be reduced. 
Strict 
new 
federal safety 
regulations 
governing 
the 
manufacture and design of baby 
cribs will soon go into effect. 
The new regulations, for example, 
eliminate a serious strangulation 
hazard by requiring that crib slats 
be spaced no more than two-and- 
three-eighths inches apart. The 
wider spacing found on present-day 
cribs makes it possible for an infant 
to work his body between the slats, 
but his larger head may be caught. 
The accidental lowering of slide 
rails is another hazard to be 
corrected. Safe locking defices for 
drop sides will be mandatory on new 
cribs. 
The metal parts of cribs have been 
the cause of a wide variety of 
injuries — pinching, 
bruising, 
lacerating, crushing, breaking and 
even amputating of fingers and toes. 
Metalwork on new cribs must be 
designed to avoid all such injuries to 
the infant. 
A difference between the size of 
the mattress and the size of the crib 
has resulted in infant suffocations. 


A baby’s head can become wedged 
between the mattress and the cnb 
when the mattress and the crib 
when the mattress is too small. 
Therefore 
crib 
sizes 
will 
be 
standardized 
In addition, all cribs’ shipping 
cartons and assembly instructions 
will carry a strong warning advising 
parents 
that 
only 
tight-fitting 
mattresses of a specific size should 
be used. 


Not only will the length and width 
of cribs be standardized, but also the 
rail height. This has been done to 
help avoid the most common of all 
crib accidents, the fall 


Cribs meeting the new standards 
will probably not reach the market 
until early 1974.
